Approxi- | 
mately 350 awards are offered annually for university lecturing and 
postdoctoral research in all academic fields in Australia, Burma, Cey- 
lon, New Zealand, the Philippines, Thailand (competition for the pre- 
ing countries closes April 15, 1956); Austria, Belgium-Luxembourg, Den- | 
mark, England, France, Germany, Greece, Iraq, Italy, Japan, the Nether | 
lands, Norway, Pakistan, and the United Kingdom, including colonial 
dependencies (competition for the latter countries closes October 1, 
1956).

FURTHER INFORMATION CONCERNING THE NATIONAL SCI- y 
ENCE FOUNDATION GRADUATE SCIENCE FELLOWSHIPS. To sup- 
plement the preceding item, the following further information is repro- 
duced from a recent news release of the National Science Foundation 
which was received in the Headquarters Offices just before this issue 
of the Notices was sent to the printer. 


The closing dates for receipt of applications for NSF fellowships are 
December 19, 1955, for postdoctoral applicants, and January 3, 1956, 
for graduate students working towards advanced degrees in science.
